THE VIRGINIA SENATOR ON POLIT- 
ICAL ASSESSMENTS. 


He Makes Public the Responses to His Assessment 
Circular, and Intima‘’es His Readiness to Fight 
—Mr. Beck Punctures Him-—The Army 
Appropriation Bill—Etc., Etc. 


WaAsHINGTON, December 22.—The senate, as 
soon as the journal was read,on motion of 
Mr. Cameron, of Pennsylvania, went into 
executive session. At 12:20 the doors were re- 
opened. Mr. Sherman moved to proceed to 
consideration of the bonded whisky bill. Mr. 
Sherman withdrew it temporarily and Mr. 
Bayard called his tobacco resolution. Mr. 

ayard and Ransom urged consideration of 
he tobacco resolution. After some discussion 

r. Sh erman temporarily withdrew his mo- 

bn and Mr. Bayard called up the tobacco 
resolution. Mr. Morrill offered an amend- 
ment which was adopted. The resolution as 
amended was then adopted. It reads, **Re- 
solved, that whenever the 
internal revenue tax on 
tobacco, snuff or cigars is reduced or removed, 
unless ample previcus notice of the time 
when the act is to take effect shall be given, 
a proproportionate rebate of the taxes paid 
on stocks on hand should be allowed.” At 
1:30 the senate, by a vote of 58to 12, took up 
the bonded whisky bill. At 2 o’clock the 
civil service bill came up as unfinished busi 
ness. Mr. Sherman gave notice that as soon 
as the bill was out of the way he would 
move to proceed with the whisky bill. 

In the senate Mr. Morgan offered a resolu- 
tion, which was agreed to, directing thesecre- 
tary of the treasury to inform the senate of 
the estimated amount that will be required 
to refund the taxes on Cigars, cigarettes, to- 
bacco, snuff, matches and distilled spirits col- 
lected on stock unconsumed 
those commodities are repeated. While tire 
civil service bill was under discussion, Mr. 
Mahone addressed the senate in a prepared 
speech. He thought the direct accountability 
of public officers to the people the safest 
guarantee of a proper discharge of their du- 
ties, and believed that the honorable conten- 
tion of political parties would ever serve to 
stimulate to such performance of duties and 
afford the means of correcting abuses.

Mr. Beck—Does the senator think it pro- 
posing a one sided investigation to refer the 
whole matter toa republican commitee, of 
which the distinguished senator from Ver- 
mont (Edmunds) is chairman?” 

Mr. Mahone—I certainly think it was a one 
sided proposition to propose to investi- 
gate one side of the campaign in Virginia, 
and not be willing to investigate the other. 
Mr. Mahone assured Mr. Beck that he would 
go with him in support of any measure 
within the bounds of the constitution to se- 
cure fair and free elections, and prohibit and 
punish the use of money in connection with 
them. To lighten the burden of the investi- 
gating cop:mittee, and for the satisfaction of 
the senators interested be would state that 
the circular letter referred te had been sent 
to 252 of the 1800 postmasters in Virginia,and 
that of those only 92 responded. Of the 
other government officials in that state, about 
270 in number, exclusive of those in 
the lighthouse and _ life-saving service, 
the letter had been sent to 46, and only 36 
had responded. In the departments, in 
Washington, exclusive of the bureau of en- 
graving and printing and the war depart- 
ment; there were 542 employes charged to 
Virginia. Thecircular had been sent to 92 of 
these, and responses received from 49, and no 
authority over any of these employes had 
been consulted about the circular or informed 
to whom it bad been sent in any case, or 
what response wasreceived. He had nothing 
to conceal about this matter. He then read 
from the record some remarks made by Mr. 
Bavard on the debate on the Beck resolution 
for investigating, in which he spoke of ‘‘state- 
ments pubiished last fall” that the decapita- 
tion of the unfortunate officeholders from 
Virginia was so great that blanks were kept to 
be filled out with the names of victims re- 
moved because they refused to prostitute 
their places tor political ends. Apart from 
the criticism levelled at my conduct, 
said Mr. Mahone, there is implied here a se 
rious allegation against the conduct of the 
deparements, which would not be becoming 
in any place upon such authority as that 
which the senator has taken. The proprieties 
and usages of this chamber do not permit me 
to characterize this statement as it deserves, 
but I wi'l say that it is from beginning to end, 
and in all its parts, untrue, and without the 
slightest foundation in fact. 

Mr. Beck---[ hope the senator from Vir- 
ginia will avail himself of the opportunity to 
go before the judiciary committee and make 
all these things clear. 

Mr. Mahone—I shall be happy to meet 
the senator from Kentucky and his party 
sympathizers in the state of Virginia, before 
that committee, and 1 will say to him now 
that ‘‘Damned be he who first cries hold! 
enough.’ {Laughter.| Mr. Mahone went 
on to speak of the statement about blanks 
for decapitating purposes, as an atrocious 
calumny, taken from some unnamed news- 
paper, and denied the production of any 
such blanks, or the name of any government 
employe whose removal had been made at his 
instance directly or indirectly, for, Mr. Ma- 
hone said, Mr. Beck would oblige him by pro- 
ducing the original circular alleged to have 
been addres:ed to that lady. Mr. Beck ad- 
mitted his inability to comply with the re- 
quest. Astoany temper exhibited by the 
senator from Virginia about what had been 
done in this matter, or his remark that if the

THE PITTSBURG FORTUNE 

PittsspurG, Pa., December 22.—Probably no 
city in the country is without its claimant to 
property of immense value, but it is extreme- 
ly doubtful whether any locality can produce 
reputed owners toan estate of such maynitude 
as that in which a numberof residents of this 
city are claiming heirship. The property in- 
volved in this instance is the ground upon 
which stands the United States capitol build- 
ing, the white house, treasury; navy, and 
other government buildings, and hundreds of 
fine dwellings and business houses, as well as 
thousands of acres of land in Georgetown, 
D. C., Marvland, and Washington county, 
Pennsrlvania. Besides this vast amount of 
real estate there is said to be considerable 
money in the bank of England belonging to 
the claimants. Thus it will be seen that noton- 
ly do the alleged owners of this mass of 
wealth sp-ead over both continents, but they 
claim title to property which is nearest and 
dearest to the hearts of every American. 
Every citizen is undoubtedly interested in the 
proceedings. The preliminary steps have al- 
ready been taken. The owner of this vast 
amount of property was William Blackmore, 
who settled on this side of the Atlantic In 
colony times, by some means not known to 
the present generation, he became posse-sed 
of the land described. At bis death the prop- 
erty passed into other hands, and subsequent- 
ly the states of Maryland and Virginia 
donated that portion upon which is located 
the capitol and other government buildings 
to the United States. Many years thereaiter, 
ciaimants to the property sprang up irom 
ditierent parts of the country, but It> seems 
i¢gal proceedings were never instituted.

In accordance with this order 
Mr. MacConnell has been looking up the 
records in the estate, and, it said, has 
a representative in Washington. Several 
months ago two attorneys from the 
capital arrived in this city and called upon 
the widow of the ex-mayor and offered to in- 
stitute legal proceedings for her, provided 
she would givethem a retainer, which she de- 
clined to do, stating that if they had confi- 
dence inthe claim they might proceed and 
get their fees in case they succeeded. Noth- 
ing has been heard from them. Other Pitts- 
burg claimants to the estate are ex-ShesiMf™ 
Patterson, of the East End, Dr. Samuel Beltz- 
hoover, of Diamond street, and one of the 
oldest families of Mansfield, on the Pan-Han- 
die road. sesides these, there are claimants 
in other parts of the country.

THS FATAL ACCIDENT AT GAINES- 
VILLE AND OTHER MATTERS. 


How John T. Bird Cam? to His Death—The Coroner’s 
Verdict— Prosperous Gainesville—DeKaib Coun- 
ty Ceurt Cases—Judge Hammond's Work 
~ Athens Affaire—Otuer News,

GAINESVILLE, December 22.—In my special 
last night, I made a brief mention of the acci- 
dental death of Mr. John T. Bird, an indus- 
trious young mechanic of thisplace. The ac- 
cident was indeed lamentable. Bird was just 
twenty-three years of age. He was hunting 
with Major John Longstreet, son of General 
James Longstreet. Major Longstreet was carry- 
ing a fine breech-loading shotgun. Mr. Bird 
was very anxious to shooc the piece and it 
had been agreed that he was to shoot it on the 
first opportunity. While they were walking 
along a rabbit. sprang = up 
them. Major Longstreet was carry- 
ing his gun on _ his right shoulder. 
Mr. Bird reached for the gun, which was cock- 
ed, and at the same time banded his own gun 
to Msjor Longstreet. In taking the gun from 
Major Longstreet it fired the load, taking ef- 
fect in Mr. Bird's right temple. Major Long- 
street had his back to Mr. Bird, who had 
taken the gun over the major’s shoulder from 
the rear. Major Longstreet, therefore, did 
not see him when the gun wen: off. He» sup- 
posed that Mr. Bird had tired at the rabbit, 
and seeing that the little animal was not hit. 
drew the gun that had been handed him and 
fired. He then turned toward Mr. Bird, 
and to his horror, saw him 
bleeding from a ghastly wound in 
the temple while his face was blackened by 
the powder. Mr. Bird said: 
my ani shot.”’ Major Longstreet 
took a scarf from around his neck and 
thrust it into the wound. He then wenttoa 
house about four hundred yards away and 
secured help. When hereturned tothe spot 
he found young Bird dead. When I arrived 
at the scene the dead man lay ina cramped 
position and the wound plainly visible. Be- 
tween his legs was his little dug that had 
fathfully watched him since he fell, and re- 
fused to allow any one to approach the 
dead man. He bit one or two 
persons while I was present and it was only 
by strategy that he was finally gotten away. 
A jury of inquest was summoned, composed 
of the following gent!emen: A. B. ©@. Dorey, 
foreman, H. H. Whelchel, J. 8S. Davis, J. R. 
Brice, J. A. Farabu, D. M. Stringer, J. J.

The jury returned a verdict of death from 
the accidental discharge of the gun. Bird 
leaves a wile who is in a delicate condition. 
rhe sad death of the young man caused uni- 
versal sorrow which was expressed on 
every _ side, The stern old General 
Longstreet, who las stood un- 
moved amid the Slaughter of the battle- 
field, was moved to tears by the occurrence. 
Major Longstreet, while in no way to biame. 
deeply regrets theaccident, and has expressed 
a determination to pay the expenses of the 
funeral.

Superior Couurt Cases—Grand Jury Presentmenta— 
Judge Hammond's Work.

Decatur, December 22.—The special term 
of DeKaib superior court for the trial of 
criminal cases was held this week, by our new 
judge, W. R. Hammond. His charge to the 
grand jury was short and comprehensive, as 
were his charges generally to the petit juries. 
It was expected that the whole week would 
be consumed in clearing the jail, but so rapid 
was Judge Hammond's dispatch of business, 
that the court adjourned yesterday 
afternoon with every jail case but 
three tried, and in one of these the state 
was not ready and in the other two the defen- 
dants asked a continuance.

BURGLARY IN ADAIRSVILLE, 


The Southern Express Company’s Safe Blown Open— 
The Kobbers Caught.

FURMAN’S INTENSIVE SYSTEM. 

Furman’s intensive system is bound to do 
for Georgia what Tisserand’s systenr did for 
France, The first Napoleon, while yet presi- 
dent of the republic, estate

Furman cultivated sixty acres in cotton, 
using no manure, and only made {eight 
bales of cotton. He then fertilized his land 
with five hundred pounds of compost per acre 
and doubled the yield. Doubling the yield 
each year he now makes seventy bales where 
before he made eight. His net profits on the 
present year’s crop are two thousand five 
hnndred dollars. 
In an address before a Pulaski argicultural 
society, Mr. Furman expressed doubt of the 
ae of commercial fertilizers as they are man- 
ufactured and sold indiscriminately to farm- 
ers: The same kind of guano will not suit 
all kinds of lands. Farmers should keep 
their cotton seed under cover, and with sta- 
ble manure, swamp muck and other materia! 
make their own fertilizers. Mr. Furman be- 
lieves that guanos will eventually destroy 
elandsofthe south, If we continue to 
fear out and exhaust the lands we will leave 
ir country without a fulure.

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A CURIOUS SECT SUED. 


Boclety of the Economites Was Founded—A 
iuaiecoas Rema! kable . rust. 


Pirrssurc, December 22.—To-day an argu- 
ment took place in the United States circuit 
court on the demurrer filed in case of Elias 
Spiede] against Jacob Henrici and Jonathan 
Lenz, trustee of the Economite society, one of 
the wealthiest and most exclusive sects in the 
United States. The plaintiff's bill recites the 
history of Economites from the time of their 
organization to the present date, plaintiff's 
connection therewith, and much _ in- 
teresting information. It states that in 1500 
George Rapp,an intelligent German citizen,of 
Wurtemburg, preached clandestinely to his 
neighbors, not having been ordained as re- 
quired by the laws of church and state. His 
views differed widely from those held by his 
bearers. He told them he was the mouth- 
piece of Godin guiding them to salvation, 
and he soon won many sympathizers. Fully 
three hundred citizens of Wurtemberg be- 
came firm believers in his dectrine, and when 
he proposed that they should form a settle- 
ment of their own, under his guidance and 
control, twenty-five families signified their 
willingness to go with him. 
barked for America and 
Butler county, Penn. 
is alleged, induced the heads of 
amilies to turn their money over to him to 

old in trust. Plaintiff's parents contributed 
81.000 to this fund. About 1818 the society 
moved to Indiana, and in 1825 they settled at 
their present location, Economy. Rapp from 
time to time introduced various rules and 
regulations, to which the members were com- 
pelled to accede by their leader, who had 
wonderful influence over them. Among these 
were restrictions forbidding the members to 
communicate with outsiders, prohibiting the 
use of tobacco, prohibiting marriage, prescri- 
bing the character and quantity of food, etc. 

It is further claimed by the plaintiff that 
from the age of twelve to twenty-seven he 
labored hard with his parents for the society, 
for which they never received more than a 
bare existence, and in 1845, Rapp, who had 
previously destroyed the records of the 
amount contributed to the common fund by 
each member, concealed $500,000. The trust 
fund, the plaintiff believes, now aggregates 
$8.000,000, and the annual income of the 
society is $200,000. This mode of life as pre- 
scribed by Rapp became obnoxious to the 
plaintiff after the death of his parents, 
and in 1831 he left and married., At 
the death of Rapp, Cornelius 8. Baker and 
Jacob Henrici became trustees of the society. 
Subsequently Baker died, and = was 
succeeded by Lenz. The demurrer of the de- 
fendant states that Spiedel, on the face of the 
bill, has no equitable relief, that he is barred 
long since by the statute of limitation, and 
therefore has no claim. Plaintiffs counsel 
held that the fund wasa trust, as the rules 
and regulations of the society show, and that 
it does, therefore, not come under the statute 
oO} limitiation.

GOVERNOR HENDRICKS’ WISHES. 


Hie Dees Net Consider a Governership a Stepping 
Stone, 

INDIANAPOLIS, December 21.—Kx-Senator 
Hendricks’s attention bas been called to a 
statement telegraphed from Washington to 
the effect that he is anxious to be the demo- 
cratic candidate for governor in 1884, witha 
view tua cabinet position in the administra- 
tion that year to be chosen. 

He said: “A year ago.a good friend of 
mine asked me if | would consent in case it 
shall be thought expedient to be a candidate. 
I told him then, as | would now,that I could 
not consider it as possible. It cannot become 
aquestion of duty. To me an election as 
governor could not be made a stepping-stone 
to any federal secretaryship. It would be 
stepping downward. An Indiana governor 
consults butthe law andthe peoplein ree 
spect to his duty.”’ 

He experiences none of the humiliation to 
which any oflicer is exposed who holds at the 
will and subject to the approval of another. 
‘*A faithful governor is in no. danger of losing 
his character or being placed in the equivocal 
position of one whd is liable to be called upon 
for his resignation without further explana- 
tion. I will be obliged if you willcorrect the 
error of the Washington correspondent. Itis 
not agreeable to be misstated to promote the 
fortunes of any person.” 

This is understood to be a notice to the pub- 
lic that Mr. Hendricks is still in the hands of 
his friends. In this connection it is gratifv- 
ing to state that Governor Hendricks is stead- 
ily convalescing, and expects at an early day 
to be attending to business.
